The accom- 
lice referred to is a brother to Senator 
ones of Nevada. Itis also stated in an 
alleged morning paper that Jones is also 
gunning for aSenator as well as a member 
ofthe House. The Senator referred to 
is Senator Gibson of Louisiana, with 
whom Jones is a natural enemy. It is not 
unreasonable to believe that there will be 


another chapter enacted in the af- 
fair at an early day. King 
has been in consultation with 


Gen. Wheeler of Alabama and ex-Con- 
gressman Van Manning of Mississippi, 
who have urged upon him the importance 
of asking Jones to meet him upon the 
field. He is at last fired up and has blood 
in his exe. It is supposed the meeting will 
take place. at H s Island, on St. 
Mary’s River, atributary to the Potomac 
in Maryland, about one hundred miles 
from this city.

The bill which he introduced simply 
authorized a change and he desired the 
Committee on Commerce to act upon 
it without delay. There was no disposi- 
tion to interfere with the construction 
of the bridge. All that was desired that 
it should be constructed in a manner that 
would be not detrimental to navigation. 
Referred to the Committee on Commerce. 

Mr. Blair gave notice that on Tuesday 
next he would ask the Senate to take up 
and act upon the joint resolution propos- 
ing an amendment to the Constitution so 
as to authorize woman suffrage. 

Mr. Hoar called up the conference re- 
port on the electoral count bill. 

Mr. Edmunds stated his understanding

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sanua 20.—Mr. 
Outhwaite of Ohio from the Committee 


on Pacific Railroads reported back the 
following resolution, which was adopted: 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury be and is hereby requested to inform the 
House of Representatives, as soon as practica- 
ble, the sums of money which were owing to 
the United States on the Ist day of January, 
1887, from the Pacific Railroads, which have 
received aid from the Government in bonds, 
giving the sums which are due, principal and 
interest, under existing laws, severally and 
collectively from said companies, and what 
will be the result to the Treasury and the effect 
upon these debts if the House bill No. 8,318 
should become a law and its provisions be 
complied with. 

The object of the committee in reporting 
the resolution is to get the opinion of the 
Treasury Department as to the effect of 
the passage of the House funding bill. In 
its report the committee says: There is 
legislation pending tosecure to the United 
States the payment of all the indebtedness 
of the companies alluded toin the resolu- 
tion. No information can be obtained 
from any report made from the depart- 
ments as to theamountsowing the Govern- 
ment forthecompanies for later than June 
30, 1886. It is very desirable and almost 
necessary, that the House be informed as 
to the true state of their accounts,brought 
down to as lateaday as may be had, in 
order that there mav bea fair considera- 
tion of such measure. The judgment of 
the Secretary ofthe Treasury as to the ef- 
fectand result of the provisions ofithe bill, 
should it become a law, is also greatly to 
be desired, so that the House may have 
the same before it previous to acting on 
the measure.”

In the morning hour Mr. Martin of Ala- 
bama, on behalf of the Committee on 
Pateats, called up the Senate bill amend- 
ing the law relative to patents, trade- 
marks and copyrights. The bill, which 
was passed, provides that hereafter, dur- 
ing the term of letters patent for a design, 
it shall be unlawful for rags person other 
than the one holding the letters patent, 
without the license of the owners, to ap- 


ly the design secured by such 
etters patent, or any colorable 
imitation thereof, to any arti- 
cle of manufacture, for the 
purpose of sale, to sell orlexpose for sale 
any article of manufacture which de- 


sign or colorable imitation shall, without 
the license of the owner, have been ap- 
plied, knowing that the same has been 80 
applied. Mr. Conger, ou behalf of the 
Committee on Invalid Pensions, called up 
the bill increasing to $20 a month the rate 
of pension for total deafness. 

On motion of Mr. Cowles of North Car- 
olina a proviso was added, requiring that 
the deafness shall have occurred from in- 
juries received while the pensioner was in 
the line ot duty; but the morning hour 
expired betore final action was taken on 
the bill. 

The House then resumed the considera- 
tion of the conference report on the inter- 
state commerce bill. Aftera short discus- 
sion, on motion of Mr. Crisp of Georgia, 
by unanimous consent, it was ordered that 
a session should be held to-night for dis- 
cussion of the report, that at the end of 
that session the previous question should 
be considered as ordered, and the vote on 
the adoption of the report should be taken, 
to-morrow morning aiter the reading of 
the journal.

A MOTHER’S TERRIBLE CRIME. 


Mrs. Antoinette Cabalek Murders Three of 
Her Children and Commits Suicide. 

CLEVELAND, 
murder was committed here this morning 
between 7 and 8 o’olock. James Cabalek 
is a well-to-do carpenter, living on Inde- 
pendence street, near the city limits. He 
has had employment all winter, and his 


oldest son had worked with him. This 
morning he and bis son went 
to work shortly before 7 o’clock. 


The mother, Antoinette, had been out of 
temper at the breakfast table and had re- 
fused to talk to her husband. Direct] 
after breakfast she sent Henry, her 15- 
year-old son, toa grocery near-by, and 
still another son toa milk depot. When 
they returned they could not get into the 
house. Going into the back yard they 
saw James, 13 years old, in the water 
closet bleeding from sixteen wounds in his 
left side. They hastened away and called 
their oldest brother, who had gone off 
with the father, and returning, the three 
boys forced an entrance to 
the house. They discovered Tony, 
an 8-year-old girl, bleeding from a 
dozen cuts in her left side. On the floor near 
by were Mamie, 8 years old; Antoinette, 3 
years old, and Willie, 3 months old, all 
dead from dreadful stabs near the heart. 
A bloody pair of shears told the story. A 
hunt was made forthe mother. She was 
found in the cellar hanging from a rafter 
dead. She had killed her three children, 
mortally injured two others and had then 
suicided. The two children who were 
still alive were removed to a neighbor’s 
house, but they will die. No cause for 
the terrible deed was given. The hus- 
band does not think that his wife was in- 
sane,

A Baggage Wagon Driver Discharged ona 
Very Common Charge, 


Pat Winn, a baggage-wagon man at the 
Union Depot, was tried by a jury in the First 
District Police Court this morning, on a charge 
of violating the city ordinance regulating bag - 
gage wagon and hack stands and the drivers 
of these vehicles. This is a sort of test 


case. The ordinance provides that the vehi- 
cle shall keep at a designated stand and that 
no driver shall leave his vehicle to solicit pat- 
ronage. Heretofore the city has been 
beaten in these cases because the 
Police Board would change the stands 
without giving the drivers the required 
notice. Recently they decided to keep a cer- 
tain space in front of the depot clear, and 
Winn was charged not with occupying an ille- 
gal stand, but with leaving his vehicle to 
solicit patronage.

It was a tube 
made of laminated wooden strips wound 
spirally and rendered water and steam 
tleht by a process which the invent- 
or declines make public.

A correspondent who writes to the Tribune 
from Central Illinois on the subject of inter- 
state railway trale cites an instance occur- 
ring within his personal observation wherein 
an effort was made to have a quantity of 
freight shipped to a point en the Southern 
Pacific, about 300 miles this side of Los An- 
geles, Cal., at reasonable rates. Inquiry de- 
veloped the fact that the shipper could send 
his goods from Central Illinois through to 
Los Angeles and back 800 miles to the point in 
question, paying the local rate back, very 
much cheaper than he could send them 
straight to their destination. He directed 
them to be so shipped, but was informed ina 
supercilious manner that his ‘‘little game’’ 
was seen through’’ and that it wouldn't 
work.“ It was broadly intimated that if 
there were no other way of checkmating him 
there would beacharge for ‘‘transfer’’ or 
‘‘reshipment’’ at Los Angeles sufficient to 
bring the expense up to the desired notch, 
and that he would find it to his interest to ship 
his freight straight to the point where he 
wanted itto go.

THE NEW EXPLOSIVE MANUFACTURED BY 
THE FRENCH WAR DEPARTMENT. 


A Frightfal Problem Which Science is Solv- 
ing—The Wonderful Destructive Power 
of Melinite—Honors to the Inventors— 


The Experiments—A New Rifle Powder 
Exploding Without Making Smoke. 


By Telegraph to the Post-D1sPaTcu. 

NEw Tonk, January #.—The Paris corre- 
spondent ofa morning paper under date of 
January 11 writes as fellows: The one sub- 
ject of supreme interest among military men, 
just now, is the new explosive melinite, about 
which little, except its wonderfully destructive 
power, ts known, and which is, therefore, nat- 
urally a fruitful theme for discussion. The 
centre of French artillery operations now Is at 
Bourges, where the new explosive is being 
manufactured for experimental purposes. 
Bourges has taken the place of Strasburg. It 
is here that experiments are going on without 
ceasing, and acorps of distinguished officers 
are seeking a solution tothe problem how to 
kill atasingle stroke as many men as possible, 
It is a frightful problem, which science should 
solve as speedily as possible, for there is good 
reason to hope thatthe solution will prove the 
ending of all wars—which had some ofthe 
elements of chivalry a century ago, but have 
become hideous since chemistry has taken a 
hand in them. The two men who discovered 
the principles of melinite are Capts. Locard and 
Hirondart, who are attached to the gun fac- 
tory at Bourges. As a reward for their in- 
vestigation, Locard has been promoted to the 
rank of Major and Hirondart has been dcco- 
rated. Locard is regarded a savant of the first 
rank. Scarcely any of his time is given to the 
routine of military service, but he devotes 
himself constantly to the technical studies of 
the service. He is more of an inventor than 
soldier. His latest discovery is this destructive 


—— which has been christened melinite, 
ecause in color it resembies honey (miel), 
THE EXPERIMENTS. 

Following the experiments with the sub- 
stance made at La Ferot, works for test- 
ing the invention have been pushed actively 
at Bourges. Three smal! forts have been con- 
structed to try the effect of the new shelis 
charged with melinite. The forts, which have 
been finished several days, look somewhat 
like truncated pyramids. Two are of concrete 
and pebbles, and the third, which is the larg- 
est, is of asphalt andsilex. It is 12 meters 
(about 89 feet) square at the base, 8 meters 

nearly 10 feet) high, and cost 87,000 francs 
about $7,400). The other two cost together 
46,000 francs, or about $9, It is predicted 
thatthe melinite will destroy these works in 
less time than it takes to write it. 
Daily experiments have been made on a small 
scale, and their result has been so 
satisfactory that wagonloads of materials for 
ye ye | the new explosive are arriving 
at Bourges daily. Ether is one of the princi- 
pal ingredients of the powder, and as the 
production of this is only about 100,000 kilo- 
grams annually in France, Minister Boulanger 
has his agents out buying ether wherever they 
can findit, and some has been purchased in 
Germany for the manufacture of shells which 
are expected to be some day used against the 
forces of that Empire. To launch the shells 
charged with the melinite no special design of 
mortar is required. Gen. Boulanger has 
decided on the immediate manufact- 
ure of 210,000 melinite projectiles which 
will be ready by spring, but the shells 
are to be made at Lyons and Rive de Gier, 
instead of Bourges. When they are ready for 
charging they will be transported to Bourges, 
and there the melinite will be introduced. 
Boulanger explains his action in this matter 
by stuting that the Government has work 
shops at Lyons all ready for producing the 
shells, and that he will save 800,000 francs 
by having them madethere. The melinite is 
being manufactured at Bourges as fast as 
possible, under the supervision ofits discov- 
erers. 

THE DESTRUCTIVE POWER 

of the new explosive is reported to bea hun- 
dred times that of ordinary gunpowder, or ten 
times that of nitro-glycerine. An ordinary 
shell, falling on the roof ofa building, bursts 
and shatters everything in its immediate vi- 
cinity. The melinite shell is intended to 
strike the ground at the foundation ofthe 
building, and at once it explodes and shoots 
every one into the air, reducing beams and 
joints to a powder. In the meantime,while the 
manufacture of this terrible explosive is going 
on, its inventors are eXperimenting with a 
new rifle powder which explodes without mak 
ing any sinoke, and which will enable a body 
of infantry to fire one round from cover with- 
out betraying their position by clouds of 
smoke. Ihe chemists are developing into 
wholesale slaughterers of men, and when the 
time comes, as it apparently will, a general, 
by blowing a whistle, can annihilate 100,000 of 
the enemy.

A MUNIFICENT GIFT. 


Ex-President White Gives Cornell Untversity 
His Superb Historical Library. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcs. 

ITHACA, N. I., January 20. — Ex- President 
Wnite yesterday owed the Cornell Univer- 
sity School ot History and Political . Science 
with his superb historical brary. It is a col- 
lection the gathering of which has been bis 
lite - work and numbers about 30,000 volumes be- 
sides some 10,000 valuable pamphiets and many 
manuscripts. Ithas cost more than $100,000, 
and its present value is not — to estimate. 
It is especially rich in histo sources and 
original such as manuscripts, con- 
temporary pamphlets, newspapers and collec- 
tions of documents. Remarkable are the 
collections upon French, 
glish and American — 
Ages, the Jesuits and the Inquisition, the 
early history of natural science and of politi- 
cal economy. Unrivalled in America are 
those upon the French Revolution. That upon 
witchcraft is perhaps unequalled in the world. 
The libra neludes many beautiful illumi- 
nated medical manuscripts, a great number 
of incunabula from the presses of nearly all 
the early printers, and many rare modern 
manuscripts and annotated works. Its rich 
collection upon art is especially full upon ar- 
chitecture and upon the istory 
of caricature. In American history 
a large collection of pamphiets bearing 
upon the history of slavery and of the civil 
war are the most notable features. The re- 
markable collection of periodicals on the 
French Revolution includes complete sets of 
the rare and famous journals of Rohespierre. 
Mirabeau, Marat and Herbert. Tle manu- 
script of the same perio¢e includes autograph 
documents of Louis XVI., Charles X., 
leon, and Robespie 
view h great surprise 
sioned by President White’s unexpected gift, 
the trustees of Cornell decided to elabo- 
rate their plans forthe new law school, and 
defer the appointment of the — until the 
15th proximo, when aspecial meeting will be 
held. At that timea professor of history of 
political and municipal institutions is to be 
appointed; also a professor of political econ- 
omy, finance and social science. These pro- 
fessors are to begin their instructions the first 
of next year. Asa permanent tribute of ex- 
President White, owing to whose endeavors 
the department was originally founded, the 
board decided to designate the new school as 
President White’s school of history and politi- 


cal science.

Amendments Which the Mechanics’ Ex- 
change May Suggest to the Legislature. 


The members of the Mechanics’ Exchange 
met yesterday for the purpose of installing the 
newly elected officers, and after that 
had been done the committee which 
was appointed on legislation 1 
week ago yesterday made its report. The 
committee during the week past had prepared 
a set of amendments to the State law regulat- 
ing liens on buildings, which were to be 
suggested to the State Legislature. 

he lien law, before it had been interfered 
with in its operation by a decision in the 
courts permitted the filing of a lieu upon a 
building by a sub-contractor, whether 
the amount con- 
tract had con- 
tractor or not. The matter 
was decided contrary to this by the courts, 
and it was to look into this and suggest 
amendments tothe present lawthat a com- 
mittee on legislation was appointed by the 
Exchange. The committee submitted 
their report to-day in the shape 
of amendments, and the main 
points in them provide that any 
material man, subcontractor or laborer shall 
be entitled to a lien on the building, improve- 
ments and land in question, whether the 
owner has settled with the contractor or not. 
Also thatin case the property is mortgaged, 
the lien shall have the precedence to the mort- 
gage to the extent of half the valueof the 
property, even though the mortgage be made 
ata date prior to the date of the contract for 
the work. Before filing, the amendments 
provide that due notice shall be published in 
some newspaper in the county in which the 
improvements have been made. 

The consideration of the amendmentand then 
adoption was the cause of a lengthy anda 
spirited debate among the members of the 
Exchange. 

MR. C. 8. ITTNER 
spoke against their recommendation to the 
Legisiature forcibly. Hesaid: ‘‘This law, as 
itis here proposed, is altogether too jug- 
handled, that is, it’s all on one side. 
The lien laweis bad enough as it is, but the 
adoption of these amendments will make it 
worse. St. Louis is often called an 
old fogy city and it is just such things as these 
which causeitto beso called. If we adopt 


these amendments we might as well quit and
